An unusual, but’ correct, use of 
the word may also be noted; thus, an epizootic 
mountain isnot one afflicted: with a catarrhal in- 
fluenza, but one on which fossil remains of spizoa 
or parasitic insects are found.‘ It is a small matter, 
but it is as well to be correct in. giving information.
